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Tue Indian question has been a pro- 
lific source of trouble to this government 
ever since 7t has been a government, and 
from ie present outlook it is likely to go 
on vexing the pationce of the people and 
purziing tho brains of the most astute 
statesmen to an indefinite period, Up to 
the present time all efforts to civilize and 
improveŝtho moral condition of these 
children of nature have proved utterly 
futile.

Fighting at Colfax. Louisiana, 


ONE HUNDRED NEGROES KILLED 
; IN THE AFFRAY. 
Origin of the Affair. 
~ New Ortrans, April 15th.—The 
steamboat Bouthwestern, which arrived 
about 1:20 this afternoon, brings stirring 
and im t news from Grant parish.—

tachments of men Advanced on it, When 
they were fired on bef the besciged party, 
wounding several, of whom was Captain 
Hadnot, who was shot in the bowels, and 
it is feared, fatally wounded. They re- 
treated on the outside of the breastworks, 
and as the only means of dislodging tho 
Negroes the court-house was'set on fire, 
anii they were shot as they came from the 
burning building. It is reported that be- 
tween eighty and one hundred negroes 
were killed, and there were nono to be 
found for miles around. 

The captain vf- the steam-boat-South- 
western makes the following statement : 
We arrived at Colfax Sunday evening 
about eight o’clock: found that the white 

ple and sheriff, I suppose, at their 
head, had captured the town, after hav 
ing a conflict with the negroes; it was 
reported tome that about 100 negroes 
had been killed, and many others wound- 
ed; we saw from the boat fifteen or twen- 
ty lying around on the bank dead: one 
white man was reported missing, whose 
name I did not learn, and two very ser- 
iously wounded—Messrs, Hadnot and 
Harris, Mr, Hadnot waa ahot through 
the bowels, and was supposed to be mor- 
tally wounded; we brought Harris and 
Hadnot down from Colfax to Alexandria, 
three or four other white men were slight- 
ly wounded, 

About 100 negroes escaped, but it was 
reported that the whites were still pursu- 
ing them. All of the leaders of tho riot 
escaped, especially the white men. The 
negroes having ambuscaded themselves in 
the court-house, and the whites findin 
there was no other mode of attack le 
them, set fire to the building, The whites 
numbered in the neighborhood of 150 
men, The fight lasted from 12 o'clock 
until nearly 5 P, X, The whites are now 
in possession of Colfax, and when I left 
last Sunduy night everything was very 
quiet, 


ORIGIN OF THE FEUD. 

The origin of tho bloody and deplorable 
contest above related is given in the New 
Orleans Picuyune of the Sth inst, which 
publishes thë statement of O. J. Butler, a 
colored man residing in the town of Col- 
fax, to the following offect: 

A band of negroes were, a short time 
ago, organized in the parish of Grant,and 
headed by two men, named respectively 
Wm. Ward, alias Captain, and Flowers, 
have seized and taken possession of the 
court-house in Colfax, und driven all the 
white men from that place. They broke 
into the house of Judge W. R. Rutland, 
and other houses occupied by white peo- 
ple, and plundered them. In Mr, Had- 
not’s house was the body of a dead child, 
embalmed and in a coflin. This the ruf- 
fians actually carried away,and threw up- 
on the banks of the river. They then 
destroyed a very fine piano in the sane 
house. 

Mr. Shackelford was shot at no less 
than three times while attempting to cross 
the river with his family, by the same 
band, 

A lady school-teacher was driven out 
of her house and robbed of her jewels, 
which the scoundrels sold for two bot- 
tes of whiskey. Fortunately, however, 
the jewels. fell into the hands of one who 
returned them tothe lady, I then said 
to them that they were doing wrong, and 
begged them, fur the sake of their fami- 
lies, to desist. I told them that if they 
continusd they and their families as well 
would be killed, They took no heed of 
what I said, but asked me if I was in col- 
lusiun with Judge Rutland ; “and if you 
are,” they said, “we will give you only 
twenty-four hours to leave the place; If 
you do not leave in that time, we'll kill 
you.” 

I, knowing their desperate nature,com- 
plied with their demand, and fled with 
my family on the first boat, leaving my 
ull at their mercy. 

This man Ward, without the consent of 
the people, declared himself elected to the 
bayonet Legislature from the parish of 
Grant, and on the supposed grounds of a 
ballot box having been broken open, he 
was seated ; and after the session of that 
Legislature was over he returned to Grant 
parish, declaring himself, as it were, a 
dictator, and assumed the authority of 
putting out of office those gentlemen who 
then had legal possession. Ward de- 
manded that Sheritf Nash would deliver 
the court-house to his charge, which de- 
mand Mr. Nash refused to comply with. 
Whereupon Ward broke open the build- 
ing, and then took possession, and dared 
Mr, Nash to proclaim himself sheriff of 
that parish. ‘The white people who held 
office then gave up to the negro rule,with- 
out any other resistance. 

It was at this time, after Ward had ta- 
ken possession of the court-house, that he 
called his band of marauders around him, 
stating to them that his life was in dan- 
ger, it having been threatened by Mr. 
Hadnot, the whole of which I have no 
hesitancy in pronouncing false, as I do 
not believe he ever thought he was in any 
danger; and I further state that unless 
Ward and Flowers are removed from that 

arish there will boa fearful amount of 
luodshed. 

Ward has full possession of Colfax, and 
avows his determination to remain at all 
hazards, . 

I think it just to state that there are 


colored people there who sadly deprecate 
the occurrence, and, in fact, many of 
them, like myself, have been compellea 
by threats of violence, to leave the town 
of Colfax, 

I do not believe that the white people 
of Grant parish would provoke a quarrel 
or would harm the colored people at all, 
unless positively forced to do xo; and I 
believe that there does not really exist 
any cause for the conduct of the negroes 
in this affair, except it be the hatred they 
bear the white people of the parish. I 
neglected to state hat Lawyer Richard- 
son, of Colfax, had been driven away 
from his home, and the house fired into 
repeatedly. The foregoing I believe, to 
be true in all its details, 

All that I know about it is, thet this 
man Flowers feoloredj Waa wasa mem- 
ber of the bayonct Legislature at that 
time, with a party of ten or twelve oth- 
ers, went to Mr, Hadnot's house, and 
took from there a coffin in which his 
(Hadnot’s) child was embalmed, thinking 
it contained money. They then took it 
out into the road and broke it open, but 
finding what it was, left the dead body of 
the child on the road. Butler, a colored 
man and a respectable merchant, gathered 
up the child, replacing it as well ns the 
could, and carried it back into Hadnot's 
house., 

Butler then saw Flowers and expostu- 
lated with him at what he had been do- 
ing, telling him that it was wrong, and 
that he ought not to have done as fo did. 
Flowers and his party becoming exasper- 
ated, then gave Butler twent Kur hours 
in which to leave, of which he took ad- 
vantage, fearing for his life. 

Mr. Hudnot then gathered twenty-five 
men together, and sent word to the ne- 
groes thut they must remove their women 
and children, as he intended making an 
attack upon them. 

Butler says that he cannot see any rea- 
son in the world for the attack, except it 
be the animus that the negrovs have 
against tlie whites; and that in his opin- 
jon, alone prompted the action,

THE MASSACRE—MURDER OF 
GENERAL CANBY AND THE 
PEACE COMMISSIONERS, 


Lava Bep Camp, April 11, VIA YRE- 
KA, 12.—Y esterday afternoon fiye Indians 
and four squawa_came into our tamp and 
were matle presents of clothing añd pro- 
visions by the Peace Commissioners, and 
a message was sent out by the Commis- 
stoners asking fora talk this moaning at 
a point aboat a mile from our icket ine, 
Later in the evening Bogus Chart came 
in and told the picket that he could take 
his gun, that he (Chartey) did not intend 
togoback any more. The picket brought 
him in and took him to the tent of Gen- 
eneral Canby where Oharley left his gun 
and remained at the tent of Frank Riddle 
during the night. This morning Boston 
Charley came. in and told the Commission 
that Captain Jack and five other Indians 
would meet the Commission outside our 
lines, Boston Charlcy and Bogus Charley 
then mounted horses and started for the 
Lava Bed. 

a an hour after their departure 
General Canby, Dr. Thomas, Mr. A. B. 
Meacham and Mr. Dyer, with Frank Rid- 
dle and his squaw for interpreter, started 
for the place appointed. The party arriv- 
edat the appointed place, and were 
closely watched by the signal officer, 
Lieutenant Adams, from the signal station 
on the hill over-looking our camp. About 
half an hour after the party had arrived. 
a cry from the signal was heard saying 
that the Indians had attacked the Peace 
Commissioners, and that an engagement 
had commenced between the Totnes and 
Colonel Mason. Ina moment the troo 
were under arms and deployed as skir- 
mishers, under command of Col. Green, 
and ue. were giyen to forward double- 
quick, 

Very shortly after Mr. Dyer returned 
and told us that the Indians had attacked 
them and that he thought he was the on- 
ly one tuat had escaped. But in a few 
minutes after Riddle and his squaw were 
seen within the picket line. From him 
we gather the following account ‘of how 
the massacre commenced ; Mr. Meacham 
made a short speech to the Indians, fol- 
lowed by General Canby, and then Dr. 
Thomas, Then Captain Jack made a 
speech, asking for Hot Creek and Cotton- 
wood, places now occupied by Fairchild 
and Dorris for reservations, Mr, Meach- 
am told Captain Jack that it was not pos 
sible to give him what he asked. Schon- 
chin told Meacham tosay no more that he 
(Meacham) had said enough upon that 
subject, and while Schonchin was speak- 
ing, Captain Jack got up and walked be- 
hind the others, turned back and exclaim- 
ed, “all ready.” He then drew his pisto! 
and snapped the cap at General Co * y.— 
He then cocked his pisto! again and fired 
and General Canbv “ ii dead, shot under 
the eye. Schonchin then shot Meacham 
in the sh=ulder and head, but he is still 
alive. Boston Charley and another In- 
dian shotand killed Dr. Thomas. Hooken 
Jim chased Dyer for some distance, but 
Dyerturned upon him with pistol in 
hand, and Jim ran. An Indian knocked 
the squaw of Riddle off her horse and took 
it; but Captain Jack made him return it, 
and then another Indian chased. Riddle 
and shot at him. Some allowance may 
be made for the truth of this last state- 
ment, 

The troops are now in the lava beds, 
lying on their arms, and will probably 
abvance to-night under cover of darkness, 
There are here about six hundred troops 
which can be brought out into active ser- 
vice, and it is believed they will end the 
Modoc war. 

Mr. Meacham is not expected to sur- 
vive, 


DEFEATS AND SLAUGHTER OF APACHE 
INDIANS—TERRIBLE RETALIATION, 


Sax Francisco, April 12th.—On the 
llth of March, Gus Swain, John McDon- 
ald and Geo. Taylor were murdered by a 
band of Apaches. The savages were pur- 
sued by troops and overtaken, and during 
the conflict which followed seventy nine 
warriors were killed, and twenty-six wo- 
men and children taken prisoners. The 
troops were under command of Lieuten- 
ant Rice, who is now at Fort Whipple.— 
They followed the trial of the Apaches, 
and learned that Taylor had been sub- 
jected to most horrible and excruciating 
tortures, 

Captain Randall had an engagement 
with Apaches, in which forty-seven war- 
riors were killed and seven women cap- 
tured.

SUIT AGAINST OAKES AMES FOR 
$300,000. 


Boston, April 14.—A suit has been in- 
stituted in the United States Court against 
Oakes Ames for $300,000. The trial is to 
take place in May.

Trenton (N. J.) April 15—At the mu- 
nicipal election yesterday the Democrats 
elected the Mayor, and carried five wards

When he did ar- 
rive there his appearance was greoted with 
cheers by those who had arrived before 
him. They were not entirely disheart- 
ened, as their chief lived, for one of the 
robbers had brought in news that he was 
among the slain. 

Murrill gazed sadly around him-—he 
had less than thirty men left—the others, 
no doubt, had perished, But with one 
exception this number seemed to welcome 
his return, The exception was a man 
named Kit Blanchard. He frowned 
fiercely, remained apart from the rest, 
and seemed uneasy. Murrill noticed this, 
but still he gave it little thought. 

It was not long after this that the chief 
entered hiscavern. He had not proceeded 
far when his attention was attracted by a 
groan. He aeprencles the spot from 
whence the sound proceeded, and there he 
found a goe and lovely girl, bound 
hand and foot, in such a manner chat she 
was unable to move. He questioned her 
and heard her story. , 

She was on the steamer when it went 
over the falls. Her lover was with her, 
and he had succeeded in getting her 
ashore. Scarcely had they landed when 
her lover was struck down dead at her 
side by a robber, and sho was seized and 
brought thither. The robber was entire- 
ly alone, with the exception of herself, 
during the whole journey. He told her 
that Murrill had been killed, thet he was 
to be captain now, and she should be 
foreed to become his wife. The chief re- 
moved the cords which bound her, and 
led her to the entrance of the cave, He 
bade her wait » moment, and then he as- 
sembled his band. He saw that one of 
them was pale and trembling. He called 
the girl forward, and requested her to 
single out her captor. She pointed to Kit 
Blanchard. In an instant the report of a 
pistol rang out; it was fired by Murrill, 
and Kit Blanchard fell dead. The young 
lady was restored to her friends. It was 
this adventure and defeat that so weakened 
the robber band that they were soon af- 
ter scattered, and the chief himself cap- 
tured, His fate is a matter of history. 


The Greatest of Hangings. 


TarrtTy-Eicnt Bopirs DANGLING 
From OnE SCAFFOLD. 


The greatest hanging that ever occured 
in the United States took place in 1863 
in the town of Mankato, Blue Earth co., 
Minnesota, which is situated near the 
Southern border of that State, In the 
previous year a great Indian war had rag- 
ed on the frontier, during which over sev- 
en hundred whites, mostly women and 
children, were massacred, and on the de- 
feat of the Indians and the end of the war 
three hundred and three of the savages 
were tried by court martial for murder and 
condemned to death. President Lincolns 
interfered, however, to prevent such a 
wholesale affliction of the death penalty, 
and respived all but thirty-eight, who were 
hanged together in the presence of a vast 
crowd which had assembled from all di- 
rections to witness the execution, 

A correapondent has recently conversed 
with witnesses of the terrible scene, who 

ve hima full account of the affuir.— 
When the death warrant was read to the 
thirty-eight condemned Indians they re- 
ceived the sentences very coolly. Not ful- 
ly comprehending the import of the in- 
strument at the closo of the first para- 
graph they gave a hearty grunt of approy- 
al Dut as tho reading proceeded and they 
discovered the driftof the article they re- 
trained from further manifestations ofap- 
probation, though they smoked their pipe 
composedly to the end. Nearly all of 
them maintained a stoical demeanor up 
to the time of their execution except when 
the caps were placed on their heads. 

These caps were made long and looked 
like meal sacks, but being rolled up only 
covered the forehead, allowing their 

ainted faces to be seen. When they 

ad been adjusted on a few of the Indi- 
ans, so that each couldsee the undignified 
and grotesque effect on the others, they ap- 
peared to be excecdingly humiliated and 
disheartened. But they are described as 
having gone cheerfully to the gallows, 
some uven jostling and crowding the tho- 
ora in their eagerness to be first, Asthey 
ascended the scaffold the death song was 
started, and when they had all got up, the 
noise of their deep, swelling voices was 
fearfully impressive. 

When the scaffold fell and left the thir- 
ty-eight bodica dangling in the air, sever- 
a of the condemned were seen endeavor- 
ing to clasp each other's hands. One 
young fellow managed to get a cigar un-

The 
leading chiefs in the disturbance of 1862 
did not wish to go to war, but they had 
been robbed beyond "endurance. At one 
time over four hundred thousand dollars 
duc the Sioux was paid not to them but 
to a gang of traders on the plea of indebt- 
edness, They were also induced to sign 
papers which they could not read, and 
these papara were used to get money and 
goods belonging to them. 

On one occasion a famous chief named 
Red Iron was locked up in a guard house 
by the Indian agents for refusing to sign 
one of these papers, and this act nearly 
precipitated an outbreak. At last, hav- 
ing beer swindled out of their lands and 
the money which should have been paid 
them, and after losing fifteen hundred of 
their old men, women and children by 
starvation and exposure, they resolved to 
go towar aiter the Indian fashion, spar- 
ing sgrend women nor children. 

he story is a shocking one; but it is 
still more shocking to know that this and 
many others very much like it, could nev- 
er have been told but for the infamous 
dishonesty which has characterized and 
still pervades the administration of Indian 
fairs. 


Hanging in the olden Time. 


It is really surprising to those of the 
present century to learn for what com- 
paratively light and trivia) offenses capi- 
tal punishment in the olden time was in- 
flicted. A correspondent gives the fol- 
lowing incidents: While John Hancock 
was Governor of the Commonwealth, 
Rachel Whall was hung in Boston for 
highway robbery. 

fer offense consisted in twitching from 
the hands of another female a bonnet 
worth, perhaps, pera hs cents, and 
running off with it. A lad eighteen years 
of age was hung in Salem for arson, dur- 
ing the administration of Governor Stron 
various appeals in his favor being consid- 
ered and ‘overruled. Within the same 
period, a gentleman saw a girl seventeen 
years of nge hung in Charter strect. 

I once owned a set of Old Bailey 
Trials (1785 to 1825) embraced in a series 
of perhaps, fifty-eight quarto volumes. 

The earliest of the volumes contain the 
details of the trial of the unfortunate Dr. 
Dodd, for forgery, whose touching ap- 

als for mercy here recorded were fruit- 
[esaly enforced by the splendid eloquence 
of Johnson. 

In a later volume, long after the com- 
mencement of the present century; cight 
separate capital convictions are reco 
as one day’s job of a single tribunal, the 
culprits being all boys and girls between 
the age of ten and fifteen, and their of- 
fenses petty thefts. One caso I remem- 
ber of peculiar judicial atrocity. 

A young girl inher eighteenth year 
was indict for stealing a roll of ribbon 
worth three shillings. The prosecutor's 
evidence was to this effect: “The prisoner 
came into my shop and purch some 
ribbons, I personally know her, and was 
on the most friendly terms with her, 

“When she left I accompanied her, and 
offered her my arm, which she accepted. 
We conversed together. As we reach 
the corner of a strect teadtlng tothe Bow 
street office, I turned toward it. She said 
she was going in another direction, and 
bade me morning. No! “you are 
coming with me! I saw yousteal a piece 
of ribbon.” 

“She immediately implored me for 
God’s sake to overlook it, and restored to 
me the article. I anid to her that I had 
lost many things in this way and was re- 
solved to make an cxample—I was de- 
termined to have her life.” And he got 
it. 

I rose from the perusal of these volumes 
horror-struck with the continuous record 
of inconceivable cruclties. 

It appears to me that the seventy thou- 
sand hangings in the reign of Henry VIII 
were matched by an equally long list of 
persons candemned to be hanged in the 
reign of George III. Since that time 
much has been done by Romily, Brougham 
Macintosh, and Sidney Smith, and as 
much, perhaps more, by kindred phil- 
anthropists on this side of the Atlantic.

SALT For Quince TreBs.—We have 
heen informed by one of our most success- 
ful fruit growers that one pint of salt 
thrown around the roots of a quince tree 
will effectually prevent the worm from 
ravaging the fruit. Our inform: nt assures 
us that he>has obtained the most beau- 
tiful fruit imaginable from trecs thus 
treated, while trecs on the same land that 
were not salted produced knotty, wormy 
fruit. The quince is decidedly one of the 
most profitable fruits that can be grown, 
the only drawback to which, and that, it 
must be confessed, is a great one, is the 
great amount of fruit destroyed by the 
worm, Now, however, by the simple cm- 
ployment of salt at the roots of trees, this 
may -be avercome almost if not entirely, 
and the crop rerdered doubly profitable. 
We commend the recipe for trial. 


Trockme.—Mr. William Disharoon 
of Upper Trappe, was in our sanctum a 
few days since and gaye us some account 
of his mode of raising fruits and vegeta- 
bles for market. fir. Disharoon has 
eomething over thirty acres in cultivation, 
on which he grows strawberries, corn, 

tatoes, apples, peas, peaches, plume, 
Be, &c, in such quantities as to insure 
handsome profits every year. He devotes 
his entire time to his ground, giving close 
and unremitting attestion to all the de- 
tails of the work nec te success, 
and by this means anda judicious varict 
of crops, he is enabled to realize hand- 
some returns for each year’s labor. Ho 
probably makes more money on his thir- 
ty acre truckfarm than a majority of our 
Wicomico farmers make on furms con- 
Aaining several hundred acres. The se- 
cret of his success consists in cultivating 
a few acres intelligently and judiciously. 
If wop.aumber ove, two and three docs 
not pay, he has crop number four, five 
and six and so on up to Ẹiteen, upon 
hich to fely for rem@nératién ; hénce it 
is he alwgys hits the market on several 

each year. We do not mention this 
to or paf Mr. Disharoon, though he 
certainly deserves to be praised for his 
energy and clever tact, but to bring tothe 
minds of the people the fact that a few 
acres well cultivated is more profitable 


_ than many acres indifferently worked. 


Wins PLant.-~There aro two geutle- 
men from New Jerscy, Messrs. Brown and 
Holcombe, now in our county selling 
“Myatt’s Linnaeus, or Wine” Plant.” 
This plant, ifit performs exactly what it 
is répresenced to do—and we’ have no 
reason to believe it not--is really ohe of 
tho most valuable vegetable productions 
ever brought to the uotice of our people, 
We have tasted wine mannfictured froni 
it which is equal to any sherry wine. we 
ever saw, and, from its analysis, we 
should judge it to be quite an invaluable 
remefiiaagengid dorrectidy $dveia slipht 
disorders to which the kuman system is 
heir to. It resombles rhubarb somewhat 
in appearance, buy diffors from that drug 
as regards the stock and leaves. ‘I'he root 
is said to possess in a very great degree 
the medicinal qualities of the officinal 
rhubarb; hence tho name, given it by 
some, of the rhubarb plant. The wine is 
mado from the juke of the stock, Tho 
mode of cultivating the plant is vory sim- 
ple;. there being only three requisites 
to success, good rich ground, careful at- 
tention and a fair scagon, Tho bulbs or 
cuts are ‘planted four «feet apart “and 
worked like ordinary vegetables. The 
stocks arc cut up when ripe and put into 
acommon cider mill and tho juice express- 
ed in the same way as apples in making 
cider. Toone gallon of juice add one 
gallon of water, from two to threo pounds 
of sugar per gallon, let the whole forment 
ina Caisel and then put away ina cellar 
or cool room. It is said that from 20 to 
24 barrels of wine can be mado from one 
acre of ground, and, as it brings about $2, 
per gallon must be an exceedingly profit- 
ablo crop.

Whe eystcry of Marabicie, 


As EXTRAORDINARY SPECTACLE. 


Early in October, 1872, a cable dispatch 
from Paris appeared ía alltho dailies, 
Announcin that fifty thousand pilgrims 
were then Jouroeying through Frauce to- 
ward Lourdes. Their object was to as- 
semble at the grotto of Massabielle to pray 
for the salva’ and regencration of 
France, so lately desolated by war. A 


on of the pilgrims came |’ 


ine 

m Paris, where their journey had been 
inaugurated by services at Notre Dame 
des Victoires. Indeed, it may be said 
that their entire journey was ofie lon 
religious service, for litanies were chan 
unceasingly upon the route. The grand 
‘service at the to took place October 
6, whett five bishops conducted mass and 
vespers at five altars reared among the 
rocks, and other seryices were conducted 
pt numerous chapels and shrines among 
the mountains for miles around by vari- 
ous pilgrim priesta. 

A sermon was delivered to the press 
host by the bishop of Tarbes, the subject 
being the disasters of the nation. He 

1 by exhorting them to be patriotic. 

i his arms to the multitude, ho ask- 

ed, “Wijf'you promise to serve and love 
your pt bete as I mean ?” 

“Yes ! yes ! yes! answered tho vast 
host in thunderous response. 

“Will you ‘try “Vive la France!” as 
children should who have been nurtured 
from the breast of a cherishing mother ?” 

“Vive la France!” resounded from rock 
and valley, : 

Then turning toward the statue ofthe 
Virgin, the bishop cried. “Vive the 
Church, the Rock of Ages!” Again the 
mighty voice of the crowd respon ded.and 
with the final cry “Vive the Holy Father, 
Pius IX |” the assemblage broke up. 

Probably there were no scenes incident 
to the pilgrimage more imposing than its 
processions, formed in the public square 
of Lourdes. Onc of tnem wasa mile 
long, and the yan had entered the mead- 
ow before the rear had left thesquare. It 


was composed of people of all classcs,who |. 


sang hymns as with one mighty voice. It 
Dore banners of violet, green, rose, blue 
and other colors, magnificently decorated 
with gildings, paintings and embroidery. 
These banners numbered nearly three 
hundred, and came from various parts of 
the country. Even far otf Algeria was 
represented. The banner of Alsace and 
Lorraine was in mourning and was borne 
by girls in white. Asit passed, many 

rsons pr forward to kiss its bang- 
Re tassels. The banner from Nantes was 
so profusely embellished with gold and 
other docorations that six strong men 
labored to support it; and those from 
Paris, Bordeaux, Rheime, Lille, ctc.,were 
not greatly inferior to it in elegance. 

The sun shone brightly, and with the 
grandeur of the banners and the pomp of 
the prelates in their rich sacerdotal robes 
formed a scene of indescribable splendor. 

At tne further end ofthe meadow or 
valley an altar had been erected. Here 
the banners drew up ina vast semicircle 
inclosing the great audience, and yespers 
were sung, after which the fifty thousand 
worshipers knelt and received the bene- 
diction which was pronounced by eight 
bishops simultaneously. The services be- 
fore the altar being thus concluded, the 
bearers of the banners again formed in 
procession for the purpose of carrying 
them to the church upon the rock, in 
which they were to be placed. 

At this time the sun was sinking be- 
hind the blue Pyrenean peaks, and as it 
threw its last red gleams upon the splen- 
did train that wound in and out along 
the craggy mountain-pat!: of lighted up a 
picture of resplendent glory. As fast as 
the banners arrived atthe church they 
were placed upon its walls, which were 
soon completely covered with their gorge- 
ous hangings. Owing tothe length of 
the procession, it was after senset when 
the last bauner had been placed in the 
chu which, with its brilliant adorg- 
ments flashing in the blaze of wax tapers, 
wea one grand glow of glittering aplendor. 
After a brief service of thanksgiving the 
congregation withdrew, and descended the 

opntainin the light of bonfires that 

ed upon numerous cliffs. 

A spectacle of equal brilliancy, though 
Jess pompous, was presented by the grand 
torchlight processsion which formed one 
evening in the square of Lourdes, where 
all were provi with candles, Thirty 
thousand persons were in this procession. 
They marched to the grotto of Massabi- 
elle and to the church upon the rock mov- 
ing slowly and singing hymns. As they 
moved they formed a great stream af glit- 
tering light, which rolled on and on and 
up and up, across the meadow and up the 
sinuous mountain-path. This iepremaes 
display lasted until midnight, when the 

number of the lights had died out 
and their bearers retired. Buta goodly 
number remained’ inthe crypt of the 
church at prayer, in some instances fight- 
ing off sleep by marching up and down in 
companies, chanting night-prayers. 

Thus a nation’s ardent worshippers as- 
gembled in devotion at the spot sanctified 
by the visions of Bernadette Soubirons, 
And what shall we say of her? Her pro- 
feased visions cannot be set aside as im- 
postures ngainst the voice of thousands 
whose skepticism, as great as ours, has 
been abashed. It could not have been in 
the nature of this artless child, unen- 
couraged and alone, to bave been an im- 
postor. Buch would have beena role 
thoroughly foreign to her character,—
